Fellow Souldiers, | 
Eare me a-word or two, I have fornewhat to ſay 
which concernes every man of us. We heave they 
intend to put the KING to death; they know 
(Fellow-Souldiers) it & in our power to ſave His life, for 
if we think fit to haue Him live, neither Councell nor 
Commiſſioners will daretatouch M im. Aud as aur eaſe 
jet ſtauds, I think we axe ftark mad if we ſuffer Him to die; 
for as yet they have not paid au our Arrears, and perbups 
xevey will ——— KING i once aead., they promiſed ts 
pay us this daꝝ and that day, b nom they confeſſe, that 
indeed they dare not give us our Arrears, for they ſay, 
If we Souldiers once had all our money, we would ſoon 
disband and goe home to our friends. 7s thb faire 
dealing ? by ihis Rule me mut never have it, for they can 
alwayes ſayihey dare uo truſt us this mukes them give us 
nom and than pittumce, mich ſcarce ler ys life and ſoule 
teget her; but. fon ou Arreures ( mhioh are an truly" ours as 
the cloat as upon our backs ) we may wait long enoug hi. For 
if the. K ING. be put to death, there will be ſuch weeping, 
ſuch curſing, andraging, all W will cry out, and ſay,

O ye bloudy Souldiers, have ye murthered. our KI x: 
Ye took Oathes and Covenants to defend His Perſon, 
and now have ye cut His Throat ? Truly / Fellow-ſoul- 
diers) we are arrant fooles to make the world hate us for 
killing the K IN G, and yet we not be one penny the better 
far it. If we ſee cauſe, we can any time hereafter take away 
his life, when we have our Arrears , and things are better 
ſetled , but if now we ſhed his bloud, we can never make 
him alive againe : Therefore, before we due that which can 
never be undone, let us Souldiers make our beſt uſe of it ; let 
us declare, that untill they pay us all our Arrears they 
ſhall not pur the K x G to death; let us doe this, (and on 
my life ; it will bring in every penny of our money; you ſhall 
ſee they will trive who ſhall firſt pay as; thoſe that are ſo 
hot to ee theKING'S bloud, will pay us rather than let 
Himlive; and thoſe who are Bis friends will give us an 
thing rather than let Him die : my Landlord told me, that 
if we Sonldiers would fave the K IN G'S hit (whith we 
can eaſily, doe) the XI N'G'S Friends would pay us all our 
Arreares, and give as two hundred thouſand pound: as 4 
ratuit beſides Fe bid us name our Summe and it ſhould 
be paid us downe upon tbe-nayle. An why (fellow Soul- 
diers) ſhould we refuſe this p now is the time, for when the 
K INC, à dead they will not give us iwo pence - we know 
the Scots would not part with the KING untill they had 
their two hundred thouſand pounds, and are not dur A. 
reares as due as theirs ? nay, when the Parliament got the 
KING they would have kept Him, had not we. reſolutely 
fetcht Him from Holdenby; get while they had Him, they 
grew ſo high, that they offer d to iund uu without ayine 
all Arreares, Then we got the KING, aud while me 
uſed Him civilly, all England was for us, who then but the 
Army, the KING and the Army were in every mans

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mouth; but as ſoone as we clapt Him in Carisbrooke-

But, perhaps ſomt will ſay, that the Councell of Warre 
doth not bintter our Arrgares, that they are Officers, and 
would be as glad of their money 4s me mnuld . I confeſſes 
indeed ſome Officers would, for ſome are in the ſame caſe— 
with as us; but the Chief Commanders, the Grandęes are 
of another mind, they have all at command, Sequeſtrations, 
Offices, Parliament and all; Lieutenant Generali Crom- 
well hath muny thouſand pounds 4 jeare of the Earle. of, 
Woreeſter s Eftate: They can pay themſelues, but when.

he ſald they would pay us as ſoone as we came to Lon- 
den, hut here we have waited two months langer, yet na 
Arreares: then they told us, that the Parliament was full
